went back to her Father to give him an Account

The Viſier, wholly taken up with his Ava- 
rice, waited impatiently for his Daughter: He 
fear d ſhe had not Charms enough to ſeduce 
Aboulcaſem : He was under an inexpreſſible Agi- 
tation of Mind ; but when he ſaw her return 


with the Necklace, and that ſhe ſhew'd him the 


Jewels which the young Man had preſented her 
with, he was — . with Joy. Well, my 
Daughter, ſaid he, haſt thou ſeen his Treaſure?

I will keep him ſo conceal'd, that no 
Man ſhall ever ſee him, By this means you 
may continue on the Throne, and enjoy all the 
young Man's Treaſure : For when we are Ma- 
ſters of his Perſon, we will torture him, till we 
oblige him to diſcover his Riches.

The unfortunate Aboulcaſem was lock d up in 
his Coffin, which thc People, by Order of 
-Abouljatah, cariy 4 out of the City into P 8 
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Burying- place, where there were ſeyeral Tombss 
and among the reſt a magnificent one, where 
the Viſier's Father lay, with ſome others of his 
Family, They put the Coffin into the Tomb, 
and the perfidious Aboalfatah leaning his _ 
upon his Knees, beat his Breaſt: He ſhow d all 
the Signs of a Man poſſels'd with-Deſpair. All 
thoſe who ſaw him pity'd him, and pray d 
to Heaven to comfort him. When Night 
came on, all the People retired into the City, 
and left the Viſier with his two Slaves in 
the Tomb, double-lock'd the Door, and then 
they lighted a Fire, warmed ſome Water in a 
Stlyer Baſin, and taking. Aboulcaſem from his 
Coffin, chafed his Body with the warm Water. 
The young Man by degrees recover'd himſelt, 
and look d upon Aboulfarah, whom he knew, 
Ahl Sir, ſaid he, where am I, and to what 
Condition have you reduc'd me?

You may do as you pleale, 
anſwers Aboalcaſem, I will never ditcover my 

Treakure. | 
ile had no ſooner ſpoke theſe Words, but 
the wicked and treacherous Aboulfatah made 4% 
his Slaves lay hold on the unhappy Son of 4 


Abdelaziz ; then he took trom beneath his Robe 43 
D 4 a Whip '4 
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Whip made of Thongs of a Lion's Hide, twiſt- 


ed cloſe together; with this he JaſlYd him fo 
long, and with ſuch Violence, that at length he 
fainted away; when the Viſier ſaw him in that 
Condition, he commanded his Slaves to put him 
into his Coffin again, which having done, they 
ſhut him in the Tomb and retired. The Viſier 
went the next Day to give an account to the 
King of what he had done: Sir, ſaid he, I try'd 
Yeſterday Aboulcaſems Reſolution, he has be- 
hav'd himſelf hitherto with great Courage, but 
1 believe he cannot reſiſt the Torments I have 
pr ared for him ; the Prince, who was not leſs 

arbarous than his Miniſter, ſaid to him, J iſer, 
I am ſatisfied with what you have done, I hope 
we {hall underſtand ſhortly where his Treaſure

rier without deferring it any longer. But what

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young Man has eſcaped us, we are undone ; he 
will not fail to go to Bagdad, and acquaint the 
Calif with this Matter. 1 
A boulſatah on his part, in Neſpair that he had 
no longer in his Power, this Victim of his Avarice 
and Cruelty, ſaid to the King his Maſter, I wiſh to 
Heaven 1 had taken away his Life, that then he 
might have given us no more Trouble; if he ts 
fled, as there ᷣ no doubt, he cannot be gone far 
from hence; let us go with all the Guards and 
{earch about the Town, I hope we may find him 
again. The King refoly'd preſently on fo impor- 
tant a Search, he aſſembled the Soldiers, and di- 
vided them into two Bodies, whereof one he 
gave to the Viſier, and the other he headed him- 
{elf : The Troops ſpreading themſelves into all 
the neighbouring Parts of the Country, while 
they were ſearching Aboulcaſem in the Villages, 
Woods and Mountains, the Viſier Giafar, who 
was upon the Road, met with the Courier, who 
{aid to him, it is in vain, Sir, to proceed to Baſ- 
ra, if Aboulcaſem is the only Occaſion of your 
Journey, for the young Man 1s dead, his Fune- 
ral was celebrated ſome Days ago, my Eyes were 
the ſorrowful Witneſſes of that ſad Solemnity.

Ves, 
Sir, anſwer d Balkis, it is to me and Prince Aly 
my Lover, whom you ſee here; being inſorm d 
ot your Generoſity, he wou d. partake with me 
in the Pleaſure of delivering you from Death. It 
is true, {aid Prince Aly, and I will expoſe my 
Life a thouſand times, rather than ſuffer fo. braxe 
a Man to die.

- took the Road of Bagdad, and arrived happily & 
there after ſome Days travel; when he was come

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into the City, the firſt thing he did, was to go 
to.the Place where the Merchants met, or the 
Exchange. The hopes he had of ſeeing him 
whom be had. treated at Baſra, and telling his 
Story to him, was his only remaining Confola- 
tion; he was concern d that he could not find 
him, he run thro' the whole Town, and look d 
upon every Body he met, but finding himfelf 
weary, he ſat down before the Calif's Palace:

At this Diſcourſe the young Man of Baſ- 
ras Surprize was great, he follow'd the Page and 
the Officer into the Palace, and was preſently in- 
troduc'd into the Apartment of Haroun; that 
Frince was fitting on a Sofa, he found himſelf 
ſenſibly affected at the Sight of Aboulcaſem 
he roſe up with an Air ot Pleaſure, and ad- 
vancing to the young Man, held him faſt in 
his Arms and embraced him, without being 
able to ſpeak a Word, ſo much was he tranſpor-— 
ted with Joy.

But inſtead 
of ſollowing his Example, or of managiug my 
Fortune a little, I thought of nothing but di- 
verting my ſelf. I lord Women, and devotcd 
my ſeif particularly to pleaſe a young Lady 
who hd in iny Neighbourhood: i She had 
Beauty, and a good deal of Wit; but her Wit 
was artificial, nor was ſhe much eſteem'd for it. 
She was belov'd by ſeveral Men, who Batter 
themſelves each had the Preference in her Eſteem, 
becauſe ſhe treated every one with equal Reſpect 


when they were alone with her. I was-de- . 


ceived amongſt the reſt; and, ſeduced by the

I deſign d to have 
ir d the young Queen, and make her a Sacrifice 
thYo my Security, but the Viſier Ah ſavd the Lite 
tint that Princeſs, by conveying her out of the 
ucifiingdom with great Sccreſy and Diligence. 

"Y However, Icontinu'd * on theT 2 
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and reign d with an abſolute Power; I reward- 
edall thoſe who had contributed to my Advance- 
ment, I gave them the firſt Polts in the King- 
dom, and had I been the real Prince Mouaſfac, 
I ſhould not perhaps have made a better Ule of 
my Authority. I liv'd very contentedly with 
Dilnoua xe, who under the Form of a fine young 
Lady poſſeſs d the Quality of Queen: I made 
her paſs for the Daughter of a King, at whole 
Court I pretended to have been a Retugee after 
the Battel, where 1 had diſappear'd, aud who had 
given her to me in Marriage as a Comtort to me 
in my Misfortunes : She had a {tately Apartment 
in the Palace, and was ſerv'd by an infinite 
Number of fine Slaves, who by their different 
Qualifications found out ways to divert her. In 
ſhort, every Day flow'd with Pleaſure, till we 
were inform'd, Sir, by your Embaſſadors, that 
you had married the Princeſs of the NVaimans,and f 
that you were reſolv'd to make War againſt me, 18 
if I did not ſurrender the Crown which J had < 
ſnatch'd from her.

Ihe Merryment that Dilara had made with 
Conloyfe upon the Subject of Ghulendam, produ-

he gave any Advice, the moſt conſummate Mi- 
niſters approv d it, and could not but admire 
his Wiſdom and Sagacity. Beſides this, he ma- 
nag d the whole Buſineſs of the War, and put him- 
1 if at the Head of the Troops, went out againſt 
the Enemy, fought and conquer'd them. He had 
ind ſeveral Victories, and the Nogaians were 
ome ſo formidable by the Succeſs of his 
Arims, that none of their neighbour Nations 
durſt engage in War againſt them. 1 
The Affairs of the Can his Father were in thus 
Condition, when an Ambaſſador from the Sul 
tan of Carizme came to his Court, who in his 
Audience declared that his Maſter pretended the 
\ Nogaian Tartars ſhould Pay him a Yearly Tr 
bute, which if refus'd, his Maſter would come

This News afflicted Timurtaſch; but that 
which he received a little while after threw him 
into Deſpair.

better to convince them of it, he offer d them 
his Houle, and that with ſo good a Grace, that, 
even had they not ſtood in need of his Offer,

Fowls tomewhat bigger than Partridges ; a Plate 
of Tziberica, an excellent Fiſh of the Volga, and 
two Sturgeons, with,a Dilh of Caviere tor the 
laſt Service. After which they drank three 
great Bottles of Cammex and Aqua ite, made 
of Dates. The old Man, warm'd with the Li- 
quors he had drank, began to be 1n a pleaſant 
Humour, and did what he could to make his 
Gueſts merry; but perceiving that he could not 
do it, and that they appear d intirely taken up 
with their Misfortunes; I ſee plainly, 141d he, 
that I ſtrive in vain to divert your Minds from 
the Accident that hath befallen you. Your 
Misfortune takes up all your Thoughts: Ne- 
vertheleſs give me Leave to ſhew you, that in- 
ſtead of giving your ſelves up to theſe melan- f 
choly Repreſentations, you ought to baniſh I * 
them out of your Remembrance. Comfort 1! 
your ſelves for the Loſs you have ſuſtained from 
the Robbers ; the Miſchance that afflicts you 
thus is nothing new : Travellers and Merchants 
meet with the like every Day. I my ſelf in my 
Youth was robbed on the Road from MAonſel to 
Bagdad, the Robbers took very conſiderably from 
me, and, I thought I ſhould have loſt my Life, 
I found my elf, in the tame Condition you arc 
ins howerer I took Comfort.

Bis Treaſury, and loaded four Camels with Pie- 
ces of Gold; he appointed me Officers of his 
Houſhold to ſerve me with a hundred Soldiers 
to conduct me as my Guard. I departed from 
Aoxſel with my Retinue tor Bagdad 5 We met 
with no Accident for ſome Days ; but one Night, 
as we were at reſt in a Meadow where we had

| dantly larger thar- any of the reſt. They kept 
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minions. I am glad, ſaid the Chief of the Arabs, 
to underſtand who thou art; we have long mor- 
tally hated thy Father, for he has hanged many 
of our Comrades that have fallen into his Hands, 
thou ſhalt be treated after the ſame manner. In 
ſhort, they bound me, and after they had ſeiz d 
my Equipage, they carry'd me to the Foot of 'a

two Nights. I had but little deſire to (tir from 
thence, I was afraid of meeting ſome People 
from Afoyſel that might know me; I was ſo a- 
ſham'd to be ſeen in the Diſtreſs I was in, that, 
far from thinking of diſcovering my Condition 
to others, I wou'd much rather have hid it froui 
wy ſelf: Hunger nevertheleſs took off one part 

of iny Shame, or rather, it made me yield to its 
Neceſſuy, which none can reſiſt; ae 
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beg my Bread, till I cou'd fome other ways help

I preſented my ſelf before a lower Window of 
4 great Houſe, and ask'd Alms with a loud 
Voice; an old female Slave came preſently to the 
Window, with Bread in her Hand, which ſhe 
wou d have given me. As I was ſtepping for- 
wards to take it, the Wind by accident blew a- 
ſide the Curtain of the Window, and diſcover d 
to me iu the Room a young Lady of an excelling 
Beauty, her Brightneſs ſtruck my Sight like 
Lightning, I was quite daaled; I received the 
Bread without dreaming what I was about, and 
remain d motionleſs before the old Slave, in- 
ſtead of giving her Thanks as I ought to have 
done: I was ſo ſurpriz'd, ſo confounded, ſo loſt 
in Love, that ſhe cook me undoubtedly for a 
Fool: She went away, and left me in the Street 
to look at the Window in vain, for the Wind 
no more blew aſide the Curtain ; I paſs'd the 
relt of the Day waiting for another favourable 
Blaſt.

This News 
made me take a Reſolution of haſtening my 
Return to 44oxſel. I took Leave of the Prince 
of the Faithful, who gave me 3000 Horle to 
guard me to my own Kingdoms; and after em— 
bracing Mou fc and his Witc, I parted tor 
Bagdad with my dear Zemroude, Who would 
have dy d for Griet in lcaving her Father and 
Mother, if the Love ſhe had for me had not 
moderated. her Affliétion. 

I had ſcarce. got Hiltwiy from Bagdad to 
Monſel, but the advanced Guiii of my Cour 
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diſcover'd the Van of a Pody of Troops which 


marched {trait upon us. I believ'd they might 


be the Arabs again. I put all my People in Bat- 
talia, and made a Diſpoſition to engage them, 
when my Spies inform'd me, that the Men we 
took for Robbers and Enemies, were the Troops 
of Monſel, who came to meet me, and that 
Amadeddin headed them. That Prince on his 
Side having been apprizd who we were, came 
from his ſmall Army with all the principal 
Lords to ſalute me, and welcome me into my 
Jon Dominions.

[ govern'd the molt faithful and zealous of Sub- 
jects: I lov'd Zemroude more than ever, and 
was beloy'd again. I liv'd happy, when a young 
Dervite came to my Court: He introduced him- 
ſelf to all the principal Lords by his pleaſant and 
agreeable Wit: He preſently gain d their Friend- 
ſhip and Affection by his facetious Repartees, 
and the Brightneſs of his Converſation : He at- 
tended them a Hunting, diverted and drunk 
with them a-Nights, and was coveted by every 
Body. He was mentioned to me by all the 
Courtiers as a Man of the moſt charming and 
agreeable Company, In a Word, they inflamed 
me with a Deſire to talk with him; and indeed, 
far from finding he had been flatter'd in the De- 
ſcription had been given me of him, he feem'd 
to be more witty than he had been repreſented.

Sir, replies Calaf, I have a Thought come in- 
to my Head To-Morrow Morning, I will 
turn Porter: Some or other will imploy me, 
and we will live on my Labour. They reſolv'd 
on this, and the Day following the Prince put 
bimfelt among the Porters that ply d about the 
Tents, and waited for any Body that would 
make uſe of him: But by ill luck, it happen d 
that no Perſon imploy'd him: So that half His 
Day was ſpent, and he had got nothing: This 
rex d him tore; If I cannot manage my Affairs 
better thay this, ſaid he to himſelt, how (hall 
maintain my Father and Mother? He was 
weary of waiting in vain as a Porter, till ſome 
body unploy'd him; ſo that he went out from 
the Tents, and advanced into the Fields, to conſi- 


der more at his Eaſe what Courle he-thould take 
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to get Bread. | He ſate down under a Tree, 


where, firſt praying to Heaven to pity his Co- 
dition, he fell aſleep: When he waked, he {aw 
before him a Falcon of a ſingular Beauty; he 
bad on his Head a Hood of a thouſand various 
Colours, and about his Neck a Chain of Gold 
ſet with Diamonds, Topaſes, and Rubies.

She 
can write the different Characters of ſeveral forts 
of Languages; ſhe is Miſtreſs of Arithmetick, 
Geography, Philoſophy, Mathematicks, the Laws, 
but chiefly of Divinity ; ſhe hath read the Laws 
and the Morals of our great Legiſlator Bergin - 
buxin, the ſame whom ſome take to be A 
cus in a word, ſhe is as underſtanding as all

deplorable, is, that Heaven ſometimes permit 


Princes to come and ſacrifice themſelves to this 
inhuman Princeſs. It is not long ſince a Prince 
who flatter d himſelf of having Wit enough to W 
anſwer her Queſtions, loſt his Life; and this 


Night another is to periſh, who had the Mil 
fortune to come to the Court of China with the 
ſame hopes. 1 4 

Calaf was very attentive to the old Womans 
Relation; I cannot comprehend, (aid he to her, 


after ſhe had done ſpeaking, how there ſhould 


be any ſuch Princes found, whole Judgacns 
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were ſo weak, as to go and demand the Princeſs 
of China? What Man but would be diſcourag'd 
by the Conditions, without which he could 
not obtain her ? Beſides, whatever the Painters 
might fay who drew her Picture, though they 
may boa that their Work is nothing but an 
imperfect Image of her Beauty ; 1 rather believe 
they have lent her Charms, and that their Pain- 
tings are Pieces of Flattery, fince they have pro- 
duced ſuch powerful Effects. In ſhort, I cannot 
think Tour andocte ſo beautiful as you ſay. Sir, 
reply'd the old Woman, She 1s (till more char- 
ming than I have told you; you may believe 
me, for I have ſeen her ſeveral times, as I have 
gone to my Daughter at the Seraglio Form to 
your ſelf, if you pleaſe, any Idea, and recollect 


in your Imagination whatſoever can contribute 


to make up a perfect Beauty, and be aſſured you 
cannot imagine an Object that is equal to the 
bPrinceſs. N 
. The Nogaian Prince could not give Credit to 
his Hoſteſs's Diſcourſe, which appear d to him 


Hyperbolical; yet, without knowing why, he 
reflected on it with a ſecret Pleaſure. But, Mo- 
ther, reply'd he, the Queſtions which the King's 


Daughter propoſes, are they ſo difficult that 
they cannot be anſwer d, o as to fatisfy the 
Doctors of the Law who are the Judges, For 
my part, I cannot but fancy thoſe Princes who 
underſtand not the Meaning of what ſhe propo- 
ſes, are Men of little Wit, or very ignorant. 
No, no, replies the old Woman, there is no 
Riddle ſo dark as the Princeſs's Queſtions, and 
It is 1mpoſſible to ſolve them.

Day time, but this is a particular Caſe ; the 
King in his Heart deteſts the Puniſhment that he 
make his Daughter's Lovers undergo, and would 
not have the Sun Witneſs to ſo cruel an Actien, 
The Son of Timartaſch had a defire to fee this Ex. 
ecution, the Cauſe whereof appear d to him o 
ſingular: He went out of his Land lady's Houſe, M2 
and in the Street met a great Mob of Chineſe, E 
who came upon the ſame Curioſity; he mixd i 
among the Crowd, and arrived in the Palace- 
Yard, where this Tragical Scene was to be 
acted; 88 7 
He aw in the Middle of the Court a Shebt- 
cheraghe or Tower of Wood, built very high, 
and which from top to bottom was cover d with 
Cypreſs Branches, which were tuck with a pro. 
digious quantity of Lamps, rang'd in great Or- 
der, and wllich diffus'd a vaſt Light round the 
Court. About twelve Foot trom the Tower 
was rais'd a Scaffold all covered with white vat 
tin, about which were built teveral Canopies o 
Taffata of the fame Colour: Belnud the Tent 
ſtood two thouſand of Alioun- Caus Guards, with 


naked Swords and Axes in their Hands, draw! 
| up 
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up in a double Line to keep oft the People. Calaf 


was obſerving all theſe things attentively, when, 


on 2 ſudden, the diſmal Ceremony, of which 
he beheld the Preparations, began by a contus d 
Noiſe of Kettle-Drums ; and Bells, which being 
hung at the top of the Tower, were heard at a 
great diſtance. At the fame time twenty Man- 
darins, and as many Perſons belonging to the 
Law, all cloath'd in long Robes of white

S they all three mounted the Scaffold, and preſemtly 
the Drums and Bells ceaſed : The Mandarin then 
poke to the Prince ſo loud, that molt of the 
People might hear. Prince, ſaid he, Is it not 
true that you were told the Tenor of the King's 
Edict, when you preſented your ſelf to ask the 
E Princeſs in Marrirge ? Is it not true beſides, that 
the King us'd all his Endeavours to perſuade you 
from fo raſh an Enterprize ? The Prince having 
jantwer'd, yes: Acknowledge then, replies the 
Mandarin, that it is your Fault, if you this Day 
lole your ite, and that the King and Princeſs 
are not guilty of you Death. I pardon them, cries 
the Prince, I can impute it to none but my ſelt, 
and I beleech Heaven not to demand at ilicir 
Hande, the Blood that I ain going to loie. 4 
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ie had no ſooner done ſpeaking the Word,, 
but the Executioner ſtruck his Head off at one 
Blow with his Sabre: The Air was  infiant- 
Iy filld anew with the Sound of Bells, and 
the Noiſe of Drums, while twelve Mandarinz 
took up the Body, and put it in a Coffin of Ivo- 
ry and Ebony, then lay'd it on a Bier, which 
ix of them carried on their Shoulders in- 


to the Garden of the Seraglio, and plac d it un- 


der a white Marble Dome, which the King had 
built on purpoſe, as a Buryung- place for ſuch 
unhappy Princes as ſhould undergo the ſame 
Fate. He often went thither to weep over their 
Tombs, and do Honour to their Aſhes by his 
Tears, that he might in ſome manner attone for 
the Barbarity of his Daughter. 

As ſoon as the Mandarins had carried away

I will let you know how, ſaid the 1 
Governour to him, and you will undoubtedly 1 
be ſurpriz'd at the Relation which I ſhall give 
you. The Prince of Samarcande, purſued he, 

lived happily at his Father's Court : The Cour- 

tiers, looking upon him as a Prince that would 

one Day be their Sovereign, ltudy'd not leſs to 

pleaſe him than the King himſelf, He uſually 

ipent the Day 1n Hunting, or 1n playing at Pell- 

Mell, and at Night he caus d the molt exquiſite 

young Beauties of the Court to be brought pri- 

vately into his Apartment, where he drank with 

them all Sorts of Liquors; he like wiſe ſometimes 

took Delight to ſee the beautiful Slaves dance, 
to hear them ſing, or play on Inſtruments of 
Muſick : In ſhort, a Chain of Ple. ſures poſſeſs d 

every Moment of his Life. 

Amidſt all theſe Delights, there arrived at S 
E-4rcande a famous Painter, with the Pictures of 
Weveral Princeſſes he had drawn in the different 
Courts, through which he had paſs' d: He ſhew- 
Wd them to my Prince, who ſaid to him, looking 
Pn thoſe he firſt preſented him; Theſe are fine 
Pictures, I fanſy the Perſons that fat for them are 
'&y much obligd to you. Sir, reply'd the 
ainter, I believe ſome of theſe may be flatter'd 
| little, but I can ſay at the fame time, that IT 
ave another much finer, which yet does not 
ome.up to the Original. In ſpeaking ſo, he 
pen da little Caſe, wherein was the Princets of 
biaas Picture. My Maſter had ſcarce got it 
- ito his Hands, but it Ragger d his Imagination, 

to 
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to conceive how Nature was capable of produ- 
cing ſo perfect a Beauty; he cry'd out to himſelf, 
that there was no ſuch charming Woman in the 
World, and that the Princeſs of China's Picture 
had more Flattery in it than any of the reſt. The 
Painter proteſted he could not flatter her, 
and that no Pencil could deſcribe the Maje- 
ſtick Grace and agreeable Sweetneſs tliat was in 
the Princeſs Tourandocte. On this Aſſurance my 
Maſter bought the Picture, which had made 
ſuch a ſtrong Impreſſion on him: One Day he 
leaves his Father's Court, departs from Samar. 
cande, attended only by my 1elf, and, without 
telling me his Deſign, takes the Road of Ching, 
and came into this City. He propoſed to ſerve 
Altoun-Can ſome time againſt his Enemies, and 
afterwards to ask his Daughter in Marriage: 
But we were appriz d on our Arrival with the 
Rigour of the Edict; and, what was ſtrange, my 
Prince, inſtead of being concern d, was plcas dat 
the News. I will go, ſaid he to me, and pre- 
ſent my ſelf to anſwer the Queſtions of To. 
dotte; I want no Wit, I ſhall obtain this Pri- 
ceſs. I need not tell you the reſt, Sir, continul Þ 
he, ſighing, You may well judge by the diſmal 
Spectacle you have ſeen, that the deplorable 
Prince of Samarcande could not anſwer, as he 
hop'd, to the fatal Queſtions of that barbarow We 
Beauty, who pleaſes her ſelf in ſhedding d 
Blood, and who by this Means has alrcad) 
ſhorten'd the Lives of many Kings Sons. He jul 
now gave me the Picture of that cruel Princels 
when he perceived that he muſt prepare { 
Death. I truſt thee, ſaid he to me, with tb 
rare Picture, take care to preſerve this preciol 
Relick: Do you ſhew it to my Father, wit 
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you relate to him my Deſtiny ; I doubt not, 
when he fees this charming Image, he cannot 
but pardon my Raſhnels. But, added the Go- 
vernour, let him go that will to carry this fad 
News to his Father : For my part, full of my 
Affliction, I will go far from hence, and from 
Samarcande, to bewail fo dear a Loſs, Thus I 
have told you what you deſired to know; and 
behold the dangerous Picture, continued he; ta- 
king it from under his Robe, and throwing it on 
the Ground with Indignation ; Behold here the 
Caule of my Prince's Misfortune. O deteſtable 
Picture! My Maſter, when he firſt ſaw thee 
why had he not my Eyes? O inhuman Princeſs! 
May all the Princes of the Earth have the ſame 
Sentiment that I have of thee ; for then, inſtead 
of being the Object of their Love, thou would't 
become their Horror, At theſe Words, the Prince 
of Samarcande's Governour retired, full of Rage, 
looking on the Palace with a furious Eye, and 
without ſpeaking more to the Son of Timurtaſch, 
who readily took up the Picture ot Touran- 
dofte, and would have willingly retired to the 
old Woman's Houſe, but he loſt his Way in the 
Dark, and ſoon found himſelf got out of the 
City.

But what's that I ſay, prevent? added he, bla- 
ming what he had 1ajd : What falſe Reaſoning 
inſpires me with a fearful Precaution ? If I am 
to love the Princeſs, is not my Love already re- 
giſtred in Heaven, in CharaCters that cannot be 
effaced? Beſides, I believe I can look on the 
moſt beautiful Picture without Danger : A Man 
muſt be very weak, who can be concern'd at the 
ſight of a vain Mixture of Colours. Let us not 
He afraid, but conſider cooly theſe victorious and 
murdering Features: I may perhaps find out 
Faults, and taſte a new Pleaſure 1n cenfuring the 
Charms of this too haughty Princeſs; and I with, 
that, to mortify her Vanity, ſhe knew that Thad 
took'd on her Image without Emotion.

pear'd to him in Perfection. He was aſtoniſſid 
at ſo rare a Compoſition, and, though he ſtood 
upon his Guard, he ſuffer d himſelf to be charm'd 
with the Sight; an inconceivable Diſorder 
ſeizd on him, in ſpite of himſelf: What Fire, 
{aid he, comes thus on a ſudden to inflame me? 
What Trouble hath this Image brought into my 
Senſes? Juſt Heaven! Is it the Fate of all thoſe 
who look upon this Painting, to love the inhu- 


man Princeſs it repreſents? Alas! I find too J 


well it hath made the ſame Impreſſion upon me, 


as it did upon the unhappy Prince of Gn 
| | too 
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I too am wounded by the ſame Darts, and, in- 
ſtead of being deterr'd by his Iamentable Story, 
I almoſt envy his Misfortune. What change, 
good God! But now I could not conceive how 
a Man could be ſo fooliſh as to deſpiſe the Ri- 
gour of the Decree, and now I ſee nothing 
dreadful in it: All the Danger is vaniſh'd a- 
way.

him; but he anſwer'd him, Sir, allow me the 
Favour to expoſe my ſelf to the Danger from 
which you would difluade me: The greater the 
Danger, the more lovely it ſeems to me.

he Nogaian Prince was no ſooner got into 
he Palace, whither they had conducted him,

The Son of Timurtaſch was very ſenſible of the 
Friendſhip that the King of China expreſſed for 


Irho ſeek my Alliance. At theſe Words, he cal- 
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ment him, that is, they fell upon their Knees, 
bow'd down their Heads to the Ground, ſaying 
one after the other, The perpetual Servants of your 
Hluſtrious Race come in this Manner ta pay gon their 
Devoirs. Then they made him Prefents, and re- 
tir d. Mean while the King, who continued his 

Friendſhip for the Son of Timurtaſeh, and had 
Compaſſion for him, ſent for the moſt able Pro- 
feſſor, or at leaſt him that was reputed the moſt 
learned of his Royal College, and ſaid to him, 
Doctor, there is in my Palace at this Time a 
new Prince, that demands my Daughter. 1 
Have left nothing undone to diffuade him, but 
have not gain'd my Ends. I would fee if you 
with all your Eloquence can prevail with him 
to deſiſt: It is for that Reaſon I ſent for you hi- 
ther. The learned Man obey'd : He went to ſee 
Calaf, and had a very long Intercourſe with

O Sir! cryd the King, you xejoice me 
with this Diſcourſe: Heaven grant that this 
Prince may be my Son- in-Law. As. ſoon as he 
appear d before me, I felt a tender * 
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him : May he be more happy than the reſt, who 
have periſh'd in this City! The good King Al- 
toun-· Can was not content to make Vows alone 
for Calaf, he endeavour d to render propitious to 
him the Spirits that preſide over Heaven, the 
Sun, and the Moon. For this Purpoſe he ap- 
pointed publick Prayers and ſolemn Sacrifices to 
be made in the Temples.

them to do. They croſs d one Court, marching 
betwixt a double File of Soldiers; and when

Sultan of Cariæme; and he kept his Promiſe; 
For that very Day, he ſent Orders to the Gover. 
nors of the Provinces to draw out with all 
ſpeed, the Soldiers that were in the Towns of 
heir Juriſdictions, and to march them to the 
Lake of Baljouta, which Place he had choſen for 
the Rendezvous of the formidable Army which 
he intended to aſſemble. The Can of Berlgs, 
who had well foreſeen this War, and who deſir d 
10 contribute to the Re- eſtabliment of Timur- 
taſch in his Dominions, had when he parted 
from his Tribe, ordered his chief General of his 
Troops to be in readineſs to take the Field at 
firſt Notice. He therefore ſent to him to 
march with his Forces to the Lake of Baljout, 
with all poſſible diligence. 

Whilſt the Officers and Soldiers, who were to 
compole Altoun- Cans Army, and that were diſ- 
perſed in the Towns of the Kingdoms, were 

marching to their Place of general Rendezvous. 
That King ſpar'd for nothing for the good Re- 
ception of his new Gueſts, He order'd for 
each of them a ſeparate Palace, with a great 
Number of Eunuchs, and a Guard of two thou- 
ſand Men. Every Day he regaled them with 
ſome new: Feaſt, and made it his Study to pleaſe 
and divert them. Calaf, tho'his Mind was taken 
up with a thouſand Cares, did not forget his 
old Land lady. He remember'd with Pleaſure, 
how much ſhe was concern d for him: He made 
her come to the Palace, and pray d Towrandotie 


to receive her among her Retinue. 
The 
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The Hopes which Timurtaſch and the Princeſs 
Elmaxe had'concerv'd of remounting the Throne 
of the Nogaian Tartar, by the Aſſiſtance of the 
King of China, made them inſenſibly forget 
their paſt Misfortunes ; and the fine Prince that 
Tourandotte had brought into the World at that 
Time, created in them a great deal of Joy. The 
Birth of this Child, who was call'd the Prince 
of China, was celebrated in all the Towns of 
that vaſt Empire by publick Rejoycings : Which 


laſted till Couriers, ſent by the Officers, who 


were ordered to aflemble the Army, - brought 
Advice, that all the Troops, of the Realm, and 
thoſe of the Can of Berlas were arrived at the 


Lake Baljouta, Forthwith Timurtaſch , Calaf, 


and Alinguer ſet out for the Camp, where they 
found in effect every Thing in readineſs, and 
ſeven hundred thouſand Men in a Condition to 


march. In a little Time they took the Road to 
Citan, from whence they went to Cachgar, and 


at length enter'd the Sultan of Carizme's Do- 
minions, 

That Prince being inform'd of their March, 
and their Number, by the Couriers which the 
Governors of his Frontier Places had ſent to 
him; inſtead of being diſmay d at ſo formidable 
an Enemy, prepared courageouſly to receive them. 
Inſtead of intrenching himſelf, he had the Bold- 
neſs to march to meet them, at the Head of four 
hundred thouſand Men that he had drawn toge- 
ther in great Diligence. The two Armies came 
in Sight of each other near Cogende, where they put 
themſelves in Battalia. On the Chineſe ſide, Timur- 
taſch commanded the Right- Wing, Prince Alin- 
guer the Left, and Calaf was in the Centre. On 
the other ſide, the Sultan truſted the Conduct 
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of his Right Wing to the ableſt of his Generals, 
oppoſed the Prince of Carizme to the Prince of 
the Nogaians, and reſerved the Left for himſelf, 
where the Flower of his Cavalry was poſted, 
The Can of Berlas began the Fight with the 
Soldiers of his Tribe, who fighting like Men 
that had the Eyes of their Maſter for a Witneſs 
of their Actions, ſoon made the right Wing of 
their Enemies yield. But the Officer that com- 
manded it, rallied again. Timurtaſch ſucceeded 
not ſo well. The Sultan broke into his Troops 
the very firſt Charge, and the Chineſe being put in 
Diſorder, were ready to fly ; nor could the Can 
of the Nogaians have hinder'd them, had not 
Calaf who was informed of what paſſed, left 
the care of the Centre to an old Chineſe General, 
and run to ſuccour his Father with ſome choſen 
Troops. Preſently Things chang'd their Face. The 
Left of the Carizmians were forc'd in their turn, 
TheRanks open'd, and were afterwards eaſily bro- 
ken: All the Wing was defeated. The Sultan, who 
reſolv d to vanquiſh or to die, made incredible 
Efforts to rally his Soldiers; but Timurtaſch and 
Calaf ſurrounding him on all Sides, would not 
give him Time. As for Prince Alingaer, he ha- 
ving alſo routed the Right-Wing, Victory de- 
clared it ſelf for the Chineſe. 

The Sultan of Carizme had now but one 
Courſe to take, which was to force himſelf 2 Þ 
Paſſage thro' his Enemies, and fly to ſome ſo- 
reign Prince? But he, chuſing rather not to ſur- Þ 
vive his Defeat, than to expoſe himſelf to the 
Eyes of the World, depriv'd of all his Diadem, 
run headlong where he perceiv'd the Slaughte! 
Tagin g with greateſt Fury, and ceaſed not fight- 


ing till being mortally wounded in a thouſand 
| Places, 
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Places, he fell dead on the Spot, and lay among” 


the Multitude of the Slain. 
The Prince of Carizme's Son had the ſame 


Fate, Two hundred thouſand of their Men 


were kill'd or made Priſoners. The reſt fought 
their Safety by flight. The Chineſe allo loſt a 


great many Men: But the Battel, though very 


Bloody, was, in recompence, deciſive. Timur- 
taſch, after he had return'd Thanks to Hea- 


ven for this good Succeſs, ſent an Officer to 


Pequin, to give the King of China an Account 
of it. Afterwards, he went to Lagatay, and 
poſſeſſed hiinſelf of the City of Carizme. 


He made it be publiſhed in that Capital, | 


That he would not meddle with the Eſtates, 
nor infringe the Liberty of the Carizmians ; 


and ſeeing God had render d him Maſter of 


the Throne of his Enemy, he reſolv'd to keep 
it; and that for the Future, Zagatay and the 
other Countries that were in Subyection to the 


Sultan, ſhould acknowledge Prince Calaf, his 


Son, tor their Sovereign. 

The Carizmians, weary of the Government of 
their laſt Maſter, and perſuaded that that of 
Calaf would be more gentle, ſubmitted wil- 
lingly, and proclaimed Sultan that young Prince, 


whoſe Merit they were well aſſured of. While 
the new Sultan of Carizme took all neceſ- 


ſary Meaſures to eſtabliſn his Power, Timur- 


taſch departed with a Detachment of Chineſe: 


Troops, and repaired with all poſſible diligence 
to his own Dominions. The MNogaian Tartars 
acknowledged him like faithful Subjects, who 


were raviſhed to ſee their lawful Sovereignagain; 


but he, not contented barely to remount his 
Throne, declared War againſt the Greaſſians, to 
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revenge himſelf of the Treachery they were 
guilty of to Calf at Fund. Inftead of endea. 
vouring to appeaſe him by their Submiſſions, 
that People quickly form'd an Army to reſiſt him: 
He defeated and cut them almoſt all in Pieces, 
after which he made himſelf be declared King of 
Circaſſis. Then returning to Zagatay, he found 
the i1incefles Elmaze and Tourandette, whom 
Altoun-Can had cauted to be conducted to Carizme 
in great Magnificence. Such was the End of the 
Misfortunes of Prince Calaf, who by his Virtues 
gaind the Love and Eſteem of the Carixmiant. 
He reigned a long Time, and peaceably over 
them, and, always charm d with Tourandocte, he 
had a ſecond Son by her, who was after him 
Sultan of  Carizme ; for as for the Prince of 
China, Altoun Can brought him up, and made 
Choice of him for his Succeflor. Timurtaſch and 
the Princeſs his Wife went and paſt the reſt of 
their Days at Aſtracan; and the Can of Berlar, 
after he had receiv d, both from them and their 
Son, all the Marks of Acknowledgment which 
his Generoſity deſerved, went Home to his Tribe 
with the Remainder o: his Troops. 

The Princeſs of Caſchmire's Nurſe, having 
made an End of relating the Story of Calaf, de- 
manded of Farrathnaz's Women what they 
thought of it. They all told her, that it was 
very moving, and that Calaf ſeem'd io be a 
virtuous Prince and a perfect Lover.

choſe rather to live fifty Years to mourn the 
Loſs of her. 

Well! My Princeſs, ſays the Nurſe, ſince 
neither Calaf nor Fadlallah ſatisfy your Nicety ; 
I will, it you will permit me, relate to you 
the Story of the King of Damaſcus and his 
Viſier. Perhaps you may like that better. With 
all my Heart, replies Farrukhnaz ; my Women 
are ſo much delighted with your Stories, that I 
cannot refuſe them the Pleaſure of hearing them. 
It is true, you know how to make very agree-

5 Edreddin Lolo King of Damaſcus, continued 

the Nurſe, had for his Grand-Viſter a very 
honeſt Man, according to the Hiſtory ot his 
Time. That Miniſter whoſe Name was al- 
mulc, which ſigaities a Preſent made tothe King- 
dom, very well deferv'd the Name he bore, He 
had an indefatigable Zeal for the King's Service, 
a Vigilancy that could not be deceived, a very 


- penetrating and extenſive Genius, together with 


an Impirtiality and Diſintereſtedneſs which all 
the People admired, But he was ſurnamed the 
melancholy Vilter, becauſe he commonly ſeem'd 
plunged in a deep Melancholy, He was alway 
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ſerious, whatever ridiculous Action he ſaw done 
at Court; and whatever pleaſant thing you 
could ſay before him, it never made him laugh.

I will obey you, Sir, re- 
ply'd the Viſier, and diſcover to you my ſecret 
Diſturbances. in telling you the Story of my

dad, My Father, whoſe Name was Coaja 


dallah, ſpared nothing for my Education.

the different Languages that are ſpoken in Aſia, 
that if ever I ſhould go into that Part of the 
World, they might be uſeful to me in my Tra-

l| Am the only Son of a rich Jeweller of *

vour'd by his wiſe Remonſtrances to deſtroy 
this Inclination in me; but what Impreſſion 
could the good Inſtruction of a prudent Father 
have on a Libertine? I gave no Ear to them; I 
rather imputed them to the Frowardneſs of old 
Age. One Day as I was walking with him in 
our Garden, and as he was blaming me, as he

I naturally loved Pleaſure and Expence, which 
my Father perceived with Grief.

When I had faid this to my ſelf, I went and 
bought a Rope, went into iny Garden to the 
Tree my Father had ſhewn me, and which in- 
deed ſeem d very proper for my Deſign.

; Moſque, to go to the Inn where lodged, I ſaw 
one of the King of Per/ia's Officers; he was rich- 
Iy cloath'd, and very handſome, he looked upon 
me very earneſtly, and accoſted me thus: Young 
Man, what Country are you of? I ſee very well 
that you are a Stranger, and I. gueſs you are in 
Want. Ianſwer'd, that Iwas of Bagdad, and 
that in regard to his Conjecture of me, it was 
but too true: Then I told him my Story in a ve 
ry few Words. He ſeem d to harken very at- 
tentively to me, and ſhewed himſelf ſenſible of 
my Mistortunes ; how old are you, ſaid he to 
me? I am, anſwer d I, in the nineteenth Yer 
of my Age; he bid me follow him, he walked 
before me, and went to the King's Palace, where 
I went in with him; he carried me into a very 
fine Apartment, where he ſaid to me, What is 
vour Name? I anſwer'd, Haſan: He ask'd mea 
few more Queſtions, and was ſatisfy'd with my 
Anſwers. Haſan, reply d he, I pity your Mit 
fortune, and will be a Father to you: Take no- 
tice that I am the Capi-4ga of the King of ac 
[The Capi-Aga is Captain of the King of Perla! 
Chamber, whoſe Buſineſs it is to fill up the Number 
of the Pages, when any Vacancies happen.) There 
is a Pages Place, ſaid he to me, of the Caſoda, or 
King's Bed-chamber, vacant: I chufe you to 
ſupply it; you are handſome, young, and wel 
ſhaped, I cannot make a better Choice; there | 
none of the Caſodali that excel you in Preſence 
and Mien. [The Pages of the King's Bed- Chambef 
are called Caſodoli ; thoſe of the other Chamber 
bave other Names.] 
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I thank'd the Capi-Aga for the Favours he had 


ſhewn me; he took me under his Protection, 
and gave me a Page's Habit: They 1ntormd me 
of my Duty, and I acquitted my ſelf of it in 
ſuch a manner, and behav'd my ſelf ſo well, 
that I ſoon'gain'd the Eſteem of the Zuluffis, and 
became a Credit to my Benefactor. [The Zulit- 
fis are fix Officers of the Pages of the King's Bed- 
Chamber : They are ſo called, becauſe they wear two 
Locks of Hair curled, which hang from the top of 
their Temples down tio their Necks. 

It was forbid on Pain of Death to all the Pa- 
ges of the twelve Chambers, and alſo to all the 
Officers of the Palace, and the Soldiers of the 
Guard, to be at Night in the Gardens of the Se- 
raglio after ſuch an Hour, becauſe the Women 
walk'd there ſometimes. I was alone there one 
Evening, and reflecting on my Misfortunes, 
which ſo entirely took up my Thoughts, that 


without ſo much as thinking of it, I ſtay d be- 


_ the Time preſcribed for the Men to retire, 
ended my melancholy Contemplation, and 
judging that the Hour to retire was near at 
hand, I made great haſte to get into the Palace, 
when a Lady, at the Turning of an Alley, pre- 
ſented her ſelf all of a ſudden before me: She 
had a majeſtick Preſence ; and, for all the Dark- 
neſs of the Night, I obſerved that ſhe was young 
and beautiful. 

You are in mighty haſte, ſaid ſhe, What 
makes you run {ſo faſt? I have a Reaſon for it, 
anſwer d I, and if you belong to this Palace, as 
doubt not but you do, you cannot be ignorant 
of it. You know that Men are forbid to be in 
theſe Gardens after a certain Hour, and that he 
torteits his Life who acts contrary to that 2 

Idlon. 
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bition. Vou have bethought your ſelf of being 
gone a little too late, replied the Lady, the Hour 
is paſt; but you may thank your Stars for it; 
for had you not ſtay d ſo long, you would not 
have met with me. That I ſhou'd be fo un- 
happy, cry'd I! thinking of nothing but the 
D:nger I was in of my Life ! Why was I fo un- 
for:unate, as not to mind how the Time went 
away ? Afflict not your ſelf, ſaid the Lady, your 
Grief offends me : Ought not you already 
to be reconcil'd to this Misfortune? Look upon 
me, I am not deform'd, I am but eighteen, and 
as for my Face, I flatter my ſelf that it is not ve- 
1 Fair Lady, ſaid J to her, Tho 
the Night conceals from my Eyes part of your 
Beauty, yet I diſcover more than enough to 
charm me: But conſider my Condition, and 
agree with me that it 1s not a little deplorable, 
It is true, reply d ſhe, The Danger you are in can 
not be very pleaſant to you; your Ruin however 
may not be ſo certain as you imagine. The 
King is a Prince who may pardon you. Who 
are you? Madam, reply'd I, I am a Caſodoli 
Indeed, ſaid ſhe, conſidering you are a Page, 
vou make very prudent Reflections. The Ate- 
madolet himſelſ, (ſo they call the Grand Viſier 
of Per ſia) could not be more cautious: But take 
my Advice, and be not uncaſic to Day for what 
may happen to Morrow ; you know not what 
it will produce, Heaven has reſerved to it {ell 
the Knowledge of it, and may perhaps already 
have prepar'd Means to deliver you from this 
Danger. Take not Care then for the future, 
but let the preſent only employ your Thoughts. 
If you knew who I am, and all the Honour this 


Adventure does you, inſtead of imbittering * 
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ſo ſweet Moments with ſuch tormenting Reflec- 
tions, you would eſteem your ſelf the happieſt 
of Men. 

In ſhort, the Lady gave me ſuch Encourage- 
ments, that the Fear I was in vamth'd away. 
The Idea of the Puniſhment that threaten d me, 
effacd it ſelf immediately from my Mind, and 
giving my ſelf up entirely tothe flattering Hopes 
| was prevail'd upon to conceive, 1 thought of 
nothing but how to take Advantage of this Op- 
portunity. I embraced the Lady with Tranſport, 


| but ſo far was ſhe from giving her ſelf up to my 


Careſſes, that puſhing me from her, ſhe cry'd 
out, and immediately there bolted out upon me 
ten or twelve Women, who had hid themſelves 
to hear our Converſation. L 

And now 1t was not very dithcult for me to 
perceive, that the Perſon who had been talking 
to me was but in Jeſt, and did but laugh at me. 
I judg'd her to be a Slave that belong d to the 
Princeſs ot Per ſia, and who, to divert her ſelf, 
had turn'd Adventurer. All the other Women 
ran laughing preſently to her Aſſiſtance; and 
perceiving that ſhe trembled with the Fright I 
put her into: Cale Cairi, ſays one of them to her, 
Have you a mind io any more of this Paſtime? 
No indeed, anſwer'd Cale Cairi, I'll never play 


at this Game again, I am well rewarded for my 


Curioſity, 
And now the Slaves began to flock about me, 
and to joke upon me: That Page, ſays one, is 


very gallant, ſure he was born tor ſuch Adven- 


tures. If ever I walk alone in the Night, ſaid 
another, I wiſh I may not find one more fooliſh 
or leſs forward. Tho I was a Page, their Jeſts 


and their Laughter put me out of n 


4 


If they had rallied me for being too timorous, 
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I ſhould not have been more aſham'd. 

They made themſelves merry likewiſe upon 
my having ſtay'd in the Gardens after the Hour of 
retreat: They ſaid, it was pity ſo fine a Youth 
as I ſhould die, and that I deſerved my Life ſhould 
be ſaved, ſeeing I was ſo much devoted to the 
Ladies Service. Then Cale Cairi, whoſe Name! 
had heard, addreſſing her ſelf to another, ſaid 
to her; Tis in your Power, my Princeſs, to 
determine of his Fate: Would you have us to 
abandon him, or lend him our Aſſiſtance ? We 
will deliver him from the Danger he is in, re— 
ply'd the Princeſs; Let him live, I conſent to 
it; nay more, to the end he may remember this 
Adventure the longer, let us wad it more agree- 
able to him. Let us carry him into my Apart- 
ment, which no Man hitherto could ever boaſt 
of ſeeing. Immediately two Slaves went for a 
Woman's Apparel, and brought one.

They 
brought the Princeſs a Cocnos-Spoon. [ The 
Spoons of the King of Perſia are made of the Bills 
of Birds call d nos, and that are in great 
Eſteem among them.] She firſt took a Spoonful 
of the Sallade, eat it, and gaye the Spoon to the 
firſt Slave that ſat next her on her right Hand. 
That Slave did the like to the next; ſo that all 
the Company ſerved themſelves with the ſame 
Spoon in their Turns, till they had emptied the 
Baſin. Then the fix old Slaves I already ſpoke 
of, ſet before us tome fair Water in Cups of 
Chryltal. 

After this Repaſt, we talk d as merrily as if we 


had been drinking Wine, or Brandy made of 


Dates. Cale Cairi, who by Chance or other- 


wiſe was placed over-againſt me, looked upon 


me ſmiling, and ſeem'd as if ſhe would have 
me underſtand, that ſhe forgave me my Rude- 
neſs to her in the Garden. For my Part, I caſt 
my Eyes on her from Time to Time ; but hung 
down my Head when I obſerved ſhe look'd at 


me. I appear'd with Confuſion in my Aſpect, 


whatever Efforts I made to ſhew a little Aſſu- 
rance in my Face and Actions. The Princeſs 
and her Women who perceiv'd it, endeavour'd 
to inſpire me with Boldneſs. Zelica ask'd me 
my Name, and how long I had been a Page of 
the Caſoda. After I had ſatisfy d her Curioſity, 
(he faid to me; Well Haſan, be not ſo baſhful : 


Forget that you are in an Apartment, where 


Men are forbid to come ; forget that I am Ze- 
lica, Speak to us, as if you were among the 
Citizens Wives of Chirac. Look in the Faces of 
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all theſe young Perſons, and tell me freely 
which of us you like beſt. | 
The Princels of Per ſia, inſtead of inſpiring me 
with Aſſurance by this Diſcourſe, as the ima- 
gined the ſhould rather, augmented my Trouble 
and Confuſion, I ſee very well, Haſan, ſaid ſhe to 
me, that I have ask d you a Queſtion that puz- 
zles you. You fear without doubt, that if you 
ſhou d declare for one, you would diſoblige all 
the reſt; but let not that Fear deter you; let 
nothing conſtrain you. My Women are fo 
united, that you can never break their Union. 
View us then, and let us know which you 
would chuſe for your Miſtreſs, if you were al- 
1ow'd to make a Choice. 

Though the Slaves of Zelica were perfectly

| I had ſcarce finiſh'd thefe Words, when the 


Slaves began to ſet up a great Laughter, with- 


out ſhewing in their Looks the leaſt Tokens of 
Indignation. Are theſe Women? ſaid I to my 
elf, Zelica, far from ſhewing the leaſt Reſent- 
ment at the Freedom 1 had taken, ſaid to me: 
Iam very glad, Haſan, that you have given the 
preference to Cale Cairi. She is my Favourite : 
And the Declaration you have made, convinces 
me that you have not an ill Judgment: But 
ou know not all the Merit of the Perſon you 
have choſen.

We wetted them with 
our Tears in Tranſports of Acknowledgment 
and Joy; we afſurd him that we were ſenſible 
of his generous Bounty, and that we would ne- 
ver forget it. We went afterwards out of his 
Apartment, with Chapour and Cale Cairi, and came 
to the Houſe where I had been taken into Cu- 
ſtody, but found it laid level with the Ground, 
The King had order d that it ſhould be demo- 
Hih'd, and the Soldiers, that were commandcd 
to do it, had executed their Orders with ſuch 
Diſpatch, that all the Materials were already re- 
moved and carried elſewhere, They did not 


leave ſo much as one Stone. The Mob aſſiſted We 


them allo, 1o that the Goods were pillaged. 
Though the Princeſs and I were charmed to 

ſee our ſelves together again, and though we 

entirely loved one another, we could not for- 


bear being a little concerned at this Sight. That I 


Houle indeed was hired ready furnifh'd, and the 
Goods by conſequence did not belong to us; 
but Zelica had made Chapour carry a great ao | 


valuable things thither, chat were not retp«cte 

inthe Plunder. We had but a little Money : We 
began to conſult with the Eunuch and Cale Cairi 
about what we ſhould do; and after a long De- 
liberation, we thought it belt to go lodge at an

” We 
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We were juſt going to find one out, when an 
Officer of the King's came to us. I come, ſays 
he, from Firouzchah my Maſter, to offer you a 
Lodging. The Grand Vilier will lend you a 
Houle of his near the Gates of the City, and 
which is much finer than this that they have 
pulld down; you will be lodg'd very conve- 
niently there: I will, if you pleaſe, conduct 
| you thither ; take the Trouble to follow me. 


| We went, with him, and ſaw a Houle that made 


a great Show, and was perfectly well built: 
The inſide anſwer'd the out; it was magnificent 
and pleaſing. We found there above twenty 
Slaves, who told us their Maſter had ſent them 
| Orders to furnith us plentitully with whatever 
| we ſhould want, and to ſerve us as himlelt, as 
long as we would {tay with him. 

Two Days afterwards we received a Viſit 
from the Grand Viſier, who brought us from the 
King a prodigious Quantity of Preſents. There 
were a great many Packets of Silk and Callico, 
with twenty Purtes, every one with a thoutand 
& Scquins of Gold. We found our ſelves a little 
conſtrained in living in a borrow d Houſe, and 
the King's Preſents having put us in a Condi- 
non to lettle our ſelves eliewhere; we went in a 
little time with a Caravan o: Merchants of Canda- 
bar, who were going to Bagdad, where we arri- 
ved with them, without having met with any 
Accident on the Road. 

We went to live in my own Houſe, where 
we palsd lome Days after our Arrival to reſt 
and recover our ſelves from the Fatigues 
ot {o long a Journey. Atter that, I ſhew'd 
my lelt in che Town, aud enquird after my 
Friends. They were very much amazed to ice 
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me again: Is it poſſible, ſaid they to me, tht t 


you ſhould be yet alive? Your Partners, wo f 
are come back, aſſured us you were dead. t 
ſoon as I heard that my Jewellers were at By. t 
dad, I run to the Grand Viſier; I caſt my ſelfu t 
his Feet, and related to him their Perfidiouſneſ f 
He ſent immediately to take both of them up; v 
he order'd me to interrogate them in his Pre. h 
ſence. Is it not true, ſaid I tothem, that I wak 
when you took me in your Arms, that I askd E 
you what you were going to do to me; and that, Wi a 
without anſwering me, you flung me into the 
Sea through a Port-hole of the Veſſel ? They an- o. 
ſwer d, that for certain I muſt have dreamt ſo tl 
and that I had thrown my ſelf into the Sea in C 
my Sleep. x 4 
But why, ſaid the Viſier to them, did you tk 
make as if you did not know him at Or! d 
They reply'd, that they had never ſeen me at at 
Ormus. How, Traitors, reply'd he to them be 
with Threats in his Looks, What will you {ay cc 
for your ſelves, when I ſhew you a Certificat i P. 
from the Cady of Ormus, which proves the con- M 
trary ? At theſe Words, which the Viſiter (aid of

Wall, and ſeem'd to us a Miracle, was, that we 
were not ſhipwreck d. We put in at an Iſland 
hear to that of the Maldives. 
hat Iſland was but of ſmall extent, and 
: ſcemd to us uninhabited. We were making

„to a very thick Wood which we ſaw in the 
middle of the Iſland, when an old Seaman uſed 
t to travel on the Indian Coaſt, told us, that that

_ ſeated by him. She could not be leſs than thirty, 

She refembled her Father in Size, and favourcd 
him a little beſides. 

One of the principal Negroes that had taken 
18, oblig'd us to make low Bows to the black 
Monarch and his Daughter. Afterwards he gave 
him an Account of his happy Expedition. The © 
King, after he had harken'd to him with Plex th 
ſure, expreſs'd his Satisfaction at what he and 
the Companions of his Enterprize had done.

put on them, in a Moment afterwards, ſeveral 
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conſent you ſhould hope for, every Moment 
that retards your Bliſs, irritates your Impatience, 
and takes from you the deſire of eating. How- 
ever continued the, how violent ſoever are the 
Deſires with which I inſpire you, I cannot before 
it be Night, crown your Felicity. I'll go to the 
King my Father, and deſire him to let you live,

Rejoice both toge- 
ther, and return Thanks to Fortune, who, having 
preſerv'd you both from the ſad Fate, which 
all your Comerades have undergone, has pro- 
vided for you a Life of Pleaſure in the ſame 
Place where they ſuffer d Death. As ſoon as tis 
dark, III ſend for you to ſup with me, and we 
will be merry together, 

I thank'd the Princeſs Huſnara for all her | 
Kindneſſes, though I was fully reſolv'd, rather 
to die than to anſwer her Expectations. A 
Negro, whom they call'd to conduct me, led 
me into my Tent. One cannot expreſs the Joy 
of Saed, when he ſaw me again. He would 
not have been more tranſported, if, deliver'd by 
Miracle from the Hands of the cruel Negroes, 
we had ſcen our ſelves on a ſuddain tranſported, 
into Egypt. Oh! is it you, my dear Prince? 
cryd he: Alas! 1 deipair'd of ever having the 
Pleaſure of Iceing my Maſter again! I beat ; 
that

that the Barbarians had already facrificed you, 
and that the fatal Serpent, to whom crroneous 
Belief has cauſed Altars to be rais'd, had devour'd 
you. ls it poſſible, that you are reſtored to me, 
and are come to dry up the Tears J am ſhedding 
for you? 

Yes, Saed, ſaid I, and I tell you, that my 
Safety depends on my ſelf; J can, if I will, eſcape

Sir, ſaid «Saed, interrupting me, May I credit 
what you fay 2 May I believe indeed that you 
can ſhun Death? What happy News do you 
tell me! I tell you nothing, anſwer d I, that 
is not true. But you know not at what Price 
Ican ſave my Life. When you are inform'd of 
it, you will not ſhew ſuch lively Tranſports of 
Joy, and you will believe me perhaps morg 
worthy of Pity, than if I had already loſt my 
Life. Then I related to him my Converſation 
with the King of the Negroes Daughter. 

{ agree, ſaid my Confident, after having 
harken d to me, it is diſagrecable enough, to ſee 


$ ones ſelf in the Arms of tuch a Lover. 'Tis not 


without Reaſon, that you have conceivd an 
Averſion for her. I am of your Opinion; But 
Life is a fine Thing. Think how deplorable it 
is to die at your Age. Struggle with your ſelf, 
my Prince, Yield to Neceſſity. O Saed, cried 
I, at thoſe Words, What Counſel is this you 
dare give me? Do you think that I can 
follow it? Wethall ſee whether you your ſelf 
can do, what you advile to others; for 1 give 
ou .Notice, that you are in the ſame Cale. 
he Favourite Slave of the Princeſs has the 
lame Deſign on you, and pretends, ſhe loves 
you. She is not more amiable than her Miſtreſs, 
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Do you find your felf diſpos'd to anſwer the 
Kindneſs the will have for you this Night? 

Saed grew pale at this Diſcourſe. 1 Hea- 
yen, ſaid he, what do I hear? Would the 
Favourite Slave of Huſnara have me live for 
Her! Oh! May the Negroes rather carry me 
to their Pagod! May the Serpent devour me a 
thouſand Times, rather than I ſhould be oblig d 
to anſwer her Careſſes! Indeed, Saed, reply d], 
you diſcover a too much Averſion for a Lady 
who has a great Kindneſs for you. You forget 
that Life is a fine Thing. When you are com- 
pell'd to love a trightful Object, Death has no- 
thing to terrify you, and yet you would have 
me dread it: Confeſs then, that it is not caſy 
to overcome the Inclinations of the Heart, and 
to ſhow a Love for a Perſon that inſpires us with 
Diſguſt. This Effort is above the Power of 
the molt impetuous Heat of Youth. It were 
better that we both ſhould die, than debaſe 
our ſelves ſo much, as to feign a Tendernels 
for two Objects that we cannot love. 

My Confident approved of this Reſolution, 
which my deſpair ſuggeſted to me, fo that we 
thought now of nothing but Death. We expec- 
ted the Night with Iinpatience; not to taſte of 
the Pleatures they promis d us, but to load our 
Miſtreſſes with Injuries, and to let them ſee how 
much we abhorrd them. This was almoſt 
without Example in Lovers. We flatter'd our 
ſelves by theſe Means to enrage them againſt us, 
and to oblige them to put us to Death. We 
imagin'd, that if a handlome Woman, when 
deſpiſed and ſcornd, be capable of running in- 


to the moſt violent Extreams, we ſhould not 
without 
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without Puniſhment offend two ugly and cruel 
Perſons. | 

The Night being come, a Negro Officer of the 
Princeſs Huſnara came for us, and ſaid, Happy 
Captives, prepare your ſelves to taſte of the 
ſweeteſt of all Pleaſures : Two tender Lovers are 
preparing themſelves to make you happy. Bleſs 
the Day on which the Rage of the Sea and 
Winds calt you on this Coaſt. ; h 

We follow'd the Negro without anſwering 
but he might judge by our Silence, that the two 
Ladies, who waited tor us, would not receive 
from us the Satisfaction they expected: Grief, or 
rather Deſpair, was painted in our Eyes. He 
led us into the Pavillion of the Daughter of the 
King of the Negroes, where that Princeſs was 
at Supper with her favourite Slave. They were 
both laid on Skins ſpread on the Ground. Come 
and fit by me, ſaid Huſnara to me, and let your 

Companion place himſelf by Myhbrajya. rw 4 
had à great many different Ragoos, of which 
they oblig'd us to eat, and the black Slave pre- 
ſented us now and then with Drink made of 
Tumtiſh Wheat, in painted Earthen Mugs. 

The Princeſs, to pleaſe me, put her ſelf into 
a merry Humour during Supper, and Myhrahya, 
on her Part, did not fail to provoke Saed. They 
both inſenſibly became ſo forward, that we 
were oblig'd to let them underſtand that they 
lolt their Time. I faid a thouſand ſharp and 
hard Things to Huſnara, and my Confident was 
not more complaiſant than me. 

Our Diſcourſe had preſently its Effect; we ſaw 
our Ladies change their Countenance in a Mo- 
ment, They look'd upon us no longer but 
with Eyes full of Fury, Oh! miſerable Wretches,

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But what do I ſay, with Indifference? You ſcem 
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ery d the Daughter of the King of the Negroes, 
is it thus you anſwer my Kindneſs? Do you 
forget how dangerous 1t 1s to excite my Wrath? 
Ungrateful Wretch ! continued ſhe, addreſling 
her ſelf to me. can you receive with Indifference 
all theſe Marks of Friendſhip that I give you? 


to have an Averſion for Huſnara. What do 
you find in my Perſon that inſpires you with 
Horrour ? Have I any Fault ? 

In pronouncing theſe laſt Words, ſhe turnd 
her ſelf towards her Favourite; Speak, /yhra- 
Ha, ſaid ſhe to her; do not flatter me. Am! 
ugly or deform'd ? Have I a deſpicable Shape, or 
irregular Features? In a Word, am I worthy 
of the Diſdain that this young Stranger has for 
me? Oh! my Princeſs, reply'd the favourite 
Slave, there is no Lady in the World who de- 
ſerves to be put in Compariſon with you. No- 
thing is ſo perfect as your Beauty; nothing 1: 
more free or more regular than your Shape, 
This young Man muſt have loſt his Judgment,

ſince he does no juſtice to your Charms. E! 
you have found an ungratetul Man, I ought « 
not to be amaz'd that that other Stranger ſhoull IMF « 
have no liking for me. I cannot compichend MF c 
how a Man can look upon you without adoring 1;

Indifterence? He ought to die for Love at ie 6

That's true, reply'd the Princeſs ; You are a- ce 
ſo very amiable, and your Kindneſſes are not ius 
be dildain'd. Let us avenge our ſelves on the be 


two milerable Creatures. I obtained for then on 
a Favour of the King my Father; but they a WM vs 


unworthy of the Life I would give them: hu A 
: a 
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ſhall die. Call ſome of my Officers to carry 
theſe Strangers to the Pagod, and deliver them 
to the Divinity we adore. Ayhrafya her ſelf 
WW took upon her that Office, and went to fetch the 
Officers. She returned a little while after, ac- 
companied with two Negroes. Come forward, 
WW ſaid the Princeſs to them, take theſe young Pri- 
ſoners, and conduct them to the Pagod. The 
1 Negroes came to us; but in the Inſtant that 
they carried us out of the Tent, the ſaid to them, 
WW Stay, I know not what Emotion kindles in my 
Heart, and oppoſes the Death of thoſe two Cri- 
| W minals. Tis my Hatred, without doubt, that 
is not ſatisfied with ſo flight a Pumiſhment. A 
ſpeedy Death is too good for ſuch Wretches. 
Let them both live to ſuffer long Torments, I 
will have them be put to grind Corn, and let 
them be kept at work Night and Day ; fo toil- 
en a Lite will revenge me better than their 
eath. 

At theſe Words, ſhe charged the Negroes to 
conduct us to a Place in the Iſland where the 
Hand-Mills were, and not to give us a Moment 
of Reſt. This was done immediately. They 
compelled us to grind the Corn, and, as if that 
Occupation did not make us miſerable enough, 
they made us carry great Loads of Wood, Not 
being uſed to fo ſevere a Labour, it was impoſ- 
E {ible but that we muſt ſink under it. The Ne- 
groes, that kept us at work, ſometimes per- 
ceiring that we were ready to drop down, ask'd 
us intultingly, if we had not yet a Deſire of 
le becoming amorous. That Queſtion, recalling to 
our Memories the Idea or our Ladies, infpired 
us with new Vigour. We lik d rather to work 
iche Mill than to ſee them again. 
| R5 One 
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5 One Day thoſe Negroes left us a great Quan- 
tity of Corn to grind. We are going to the 


Horde, ſaid they to us; let all this Corn be 


ground againſt we come back. My Confident and 
my ſelf being thus left alone together; Sed, 
ſaid I to him, our Enemies have left us for a 
while, let us make uſe of this Opportunity: 
Let us go to the Sea-Side. Perhaps we may find 
there ſome Veſſel in which we may make our 
Eſcape. Who knows but we may be ſo hap- 
Py as to ſee ſome Ship under Sail; and if we 
ſhould, we will make Signs to them to come 
and take us aboard. I conſent, my Prince, 
cry'd Saed, to your Propoſal : let not the Blame 
be ours if we get not away: let us try all 
Ways we can to be gone from this fatal Iſle. If 
Heaven will not favour us with Means of deli- 
vering our ſelves from the Milery we are in, we 
will throw our ſelves into the Sea. We were 
better periſh in the Waves, than continue here 
grinding of Corn. n 

I was of my Confident's Opinion. We got 
to the Sea*Shore, that was not far oft. We taw Þ 
a Boat ty d to a Stake. It ſerv d a Negro that 
liv'd hard by to fiſh in. We made haſte to un- 
ty it, and get aboard: Then, Randing out to 
Sea, we abandon'd our ſelves to the Mercy of 
the Waves and Winds. 

We had ſcarcely began to row, and to put off 
from the Shore, when we ſaw the Negro coming, 
to whom the Bark belong'd. He ſet up a hi- 
deous Howling, when he ſaw his Boat afloat 
and looſen'd from the Stake. He threatend 
what he would do to us; but we valu'd net- 
ther his Cries nor his Threats. We were al- 


ready in open Sea, aud we had loſt Sight of 15 | 
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Iſle before the Night came on. We returned 


Thanks to Heaven for our Deliverance. We 


felt as great Joy as if we had been in a ſafe Har- 
bour. Tho' we were at Sea without Proviſions, 
and that the leaky Veſſel which carried us was 
oy Moment in Danger of ſinking, we could 
think of nothing but our good Fortune in ha- 
ving eſcap'd out of the Negroes Hands. It 
ſeem'd leſs horrible to us to periſh by the Waves, 
than to be devour'd by a Serpent. 

After having fail'd alt the Night at Random, 
at Day-break we perceiv'd a little Iſland. We 
went aſhore. The firſt Thing we ſaw was a 
| great many Trees, loaded with very fine Fruit, 
that hung down to the Ground, This rejoiced 
us the more, becauſe we began to perceive we 
had good Stomachs. We gather'd ſome, eat, and 
found it excellent. A perfect Joy ſoon ſucceed- 
ed the Fright that the Negroes had put us in, and 
laughing at the very Things that had frighted 
us molt, we began to rally each other on the 
good Fortune we had deſpiſed. When we had 
taken a little Refreſhment, we ty'd our Boat to 


| N a Stake, and advanced farther into the Iſland. 


I never ſaw a more agreeable Abode. It abound- 
ed with Saunders and Wood of Aloes, with 
Springs of freſh Water, and all Sorts of Fruit, 
Jas well as the molt beautiful of Flowers. 

What amaz'd us more was, that this Ile, tho 
it was ſo pleaſant and fertile, ſcem'd 10 us to be 
uninhabited. How comes it about, ſaid I to 


„d, that no body lives in this Ille, we ſure are 


Ivot the firſt that ever came hither. Others 


before us, without Doubt, have diſcover d it.

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tis a certain Sign that no body can live here. 
It has ſome Fault that makes it uninhabited. Ill 
Alas! when the unfortunate Saed ſaid this, he lit- !

We paſſed the Day in diverting our ſelves, . 
and with walking up and down; and when the WM 
Night was come, we laid our ſelves down upon Mt 
a 
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the Graſs, which was enamelled with a thou- 
ſand Flowers, that breathed an agreeable Odour, 
We ſlept deliciouſly ; but, when I waked, I was 
= very much amaz d to ſee my ſelf alone. I calld 
Saed ſeveral times; but he not anſwering me, I Ws 
role to ſeek him; and after having run over a Wt 
Part of the Ifland, I came back to the ſame Wt 
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Place where I had paſſed the Night, imagining 
that perhaps he might be there. I waited for 
him in vain all that Day and the Night follow- p 
ing. Then, deſpairing of ever ſeeing him again, Mb 
F 
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I made the Air reſound with my Complaints 
and Groans. Oh! my dear Sed, cry'd I every 
Moment, what is become of thee ? While I en- 
joy d your Company, you aſſiſted me to bear the 
Burden of my ill Fortune: You alleviated wy Wn 
Troubles in partaking of them. By what Mis: JW 
fortune, or by what Inchantment, are you taken r 
away from me? What Power more barbarous 
than the Negroes has ſeparated us? Todie with 
ou, would be leſs inſupportable than to live 
ere alone? | 
I could not comfort my ſelf for the Loſs of 
my Confident; and that which troubled me i 
moſt was, that I could not comprehend what 
had happen'd to him. I fell into deep Deſpair, Þ 
and reſolved to perith alſo in this Iſland. I will, F 
Jaid I to my ſelf, ſearch it over and over, and 
guther find Sed or Death. I went on * 
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Wood which I ſaw; and when I came to it, I 


diſcoverd in the Middle a Caſtle very well 
built, and ſurrounded with large and very deep 
Ditches full of Water, and over which there 
was a Draw-Bridge that was down, I went 
over it, and came into a great Court that was 
paved with white Marble. I went towards 
2 Door that ſeem'd to lead into the chief Apart- 
ment, It was made of the Wood of Aloes. A 
great many Figures of Birds were emboſs'd upon 
it, and a great Padlock of Steel, made in the 
Shape of a Lion, kept it ſhut, The Key was in 
the Padlock. I took hold of it to turn it, and 
the Padlock broke to Shivers like Glaſs. The 
Door open'd rather of it ſelf, than by the At- 
tempt I made to open it.

I parted from Carizme the ſame Day, and too 
the Road of Otrar with my Governour, where 
I found all my Retinue, who began to be ou 
of Patience for my Return, though I ha 
not been long gone from them. I declar'd te 
them upon my Arrival that I woud return im 
mediately to Circaſſia; and the Circaſſians, whe 
deſired nothing more than to tee their Wives anc 
Children again, were tranſported with my De 
ſign. In ſhort, | Raid but fix Days at Orrar 
I ſet forward, and advancing a ſmall Day's Jour 
ney towards Aftracan, I met with a Courier that 
my Father had ſent, and by which he acquaint 
ed me that he was fallen fick, that he thought 
he had not long 10 live, and that I ſhould loſe 
no time, if I had a Mind to ſee him alive, and 
embrace him once more before he died. 

Upon this News, which gave me great Af 
fliction, I haſten'd to Court, but oh! the {ad 
Reward of my Diligence! Alas! I came onl 
ſoon enough to aſſiſt at a Spectacle that pierc'c 
my very Heart! I found my Father in his la 
Moments; I preſented my ſelf before him, 1 
came near to the Bed, took one of his Hands, 
bath'd it with my Tears, and giving way to th 
tender Emotions which Nature inſpired; O m 
Father! cry d I, in what a Condition do I find 

ou? Can I fee you thus, without dying for 

rief? At theſe Words, which powerfully mc 
ved him, he caſt his Eyes upon me with Con 
cern, though he knew me not ſo well by his ; 
|

Senſe of ſeeing, as by his Sentiments of paternal 
Affection; he us'd the utmoſt Efforts of ene 
; that 
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that were left him, to reach me his Arm and ſpeak 
to me. O my Son, ſaid he, you are return d! 
| have nothing elſe to ask of Heaven; I die con- 
tent, Adieu. He expired with theſe Words in his 
Mouth, as if the Angel of Death had waited for 
my coming to end the Life of the King, and 
that he wou'd let that good Prince have the 
Conſolation of giving me his laſt Fare wel. 

After paying all the Funeral Honours due to 
his Memory, | mounted the Throne; I applied 
al iny ſelf to govern my Dominions after ſuch a 
manner as might confirm the People in the good 
Opinion they had conceiv'd of me. I had the 
good Fortune to ſucceed, and enjoy the ſweet- 
eſt Pleaſure that Kings are capable of ; I was a- 
dor'd by my Subjects, and am ſo till : As I had 
nothing at Heart but their Happineſs, they 
thought of nothing but to pleaſe me, and to 
g diſtinguiſh by ſome new Feſtival each Day of 
my Reign. By this Means my Court is become 
che Seat of Joy; there are daily Rejoicings here 
as well as in the City; there are no People that 
appear to be, or indeed are, more happy than 
mine. [I rejoice in their good Fortune, and, not 
to diſturb them therein, I ſtudy to hide from 
them the Melancholy that devours me. I am 
J perſuaded, that if they knew I was any other 
chan what I appear to their Eyes to be, I ſhould 

be the Object of their molt lively Grief; and the 

rofoundeſt Sadneſs wou'd ſoon ſucceed that 
Toy which now reigns in Afrac an. 

A little time after my coming to the Crown 
of Circaſſia, I found that I had not yet forgotten 
Razia. Indeed the Death of the King my Fa- 
ther, the Dues I ow'd his Remains, and the 
Application I was obliged to give to the Affairs 
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of Government, had ſuſpended all Emotions o 


Love, But far from being thus weaken'd, it 


appeard to have taken new Strength, I in— 
form d Huſſeya of it, who ſaid to me, Sir, Now 


you have a Crown to offer with your Love, I 
adviſe you to make a Demand of the Princeſs of 


Carizme by an Embaſſador; and the better to 
engage the Sultan to grant her, promiſe him your 
Aſſiſtance againſt his Enemies. 

I follow'd. his Advice, I ſent Huſſeyn himſelf 
to the Court of Carizme, with a pompous Equi- 
page and magnificent Preſents for the Sultan, to 
whom I writ in thefe Terms. God give long 
Laje to the Sultan of Carizme, Emperour of the 
Children of Adam, Conguerour of the World, and 
that happy. Prince, whoſe Foot Heaven hath ftreng- 
then d to mount with Vigour to the ſublimeſt Height 
F Power and Greatneſs., Let Proſperity always ar- 
tend him, nor let his good Fortune be diſfturb'd by the 
Tempe? of Envy, 1 | 
Know then 2 we deſire your Alliance, if you 
will pleaſe to grant ut the Princeſs Razia your 
Danghter to be our lanſul Wiſe. And though yon 
want not other * than your onn, that are al- 

Ways victorious, to bumble Mur Enemies, we tender 
o all the Force of the Circaſſians and their Allies, 
and greet you well. 2 
I believe it is not neceſſary to tell you, that 

I waited with great Impatience the return of my 
_ Embaſſidor, you may well imagine it: In 
ſhort, after having ſuffer d the Torments of a 
long ExpeRtation, ſaw Huſſeqn arrive, who in- 
form'd me, that the Sultan of Carizme had re- 
ceiv'd him favourably, but that I muſt renounce 
the hopes of poſſeſſing Razia, Why, ſaid I, muſt 
Lrenounce her? Hun anſwer d me, Sir, 2

becauſe ſhe is promisd to the King of Gazng. 
That Prince hath ſeveral Times beaten the Troops 
of the Sultan, who, to preſerve his Country, hath 
been obliged to ask Peace of his Enemy, and ta 


| Pane him the Princeſs, As the King of Gazna 


ad not made War, but to force the Sultan to 
give him his Daughter, thoſe two Princes are 
very well agreed; So that Razia, two Days after 
I left Cxrizme, was to be ſent to her Husband. 
This News had like to haye made me loſe my 
Senſes. I complained of my Fate in ſuch Terms, 
that Hufſeyn wis afraid T ſhould run mad. 1 
was not ſatisfied to afflict my ſelf with Grief, 
but I fell fick, and I cannot apprehend how I 
recovered from that Sickneſs; for my Mind was 
always in fuch a Diſpoſition, as could not cons» 
tribute to my Cure. | 
'Tho' my Health was reſtored to me, my Heart 


was not nevertheleſs at reſt ;'I was always taken 


up with the Princeſs of Carizme : I fanſied her 
in the Arms of a happy Husband, and that 
cruel Image inceſſintly diſturbd my repoſe. 
Haſſeyn, imagining that a new Beauty might 
diſplace Raxia from my Heart, made inquiry 
after the fineſt Slaves. He fill'd my Seraglio 
with thein! Superfluous Care! "Twas in vain, 
that his Zeal had gathered a Thouſand Objects 


full of Charms; for none of them could wean 


my Affections from Razia Beghume. 

While H«/ſeyn was to no Purpoſe experiment- 
ing upon me the Force of all the Beauties of 
Aha, my Grand-Viſier told me one Day, that 
there were lately built near the Gates of Aﬀracan, 
very fine Baths. The Waters, faid he, are very 
clear and pure. They are adorn'd with the belt 
Marble Pillars, and the fineR Baſins in the

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World. All the City runs in Crowds to admire 


theſe Baſins; and, what is more ſurprizing, no 
body knows of their Building. They were ſeen 


all of a ſudden juſt as they are, and this is 


what they know of them. 

I was much aſtoniſh'd at this Relation, I had 
the Curioſity to go and judge my ſelf of a 
Thing that appear d ſo like a Prodigy: I went 


Incognito to the Baths with my Grand-Viſier; 


and my Surprize increaſed, when I conſider d 
the Structure and Magnificence of the Building; 
beſides that all was neat and well contriy'd, 
F obſerved, that the young Men, who waited to 
ſerve the Bathers, were very handſome and well 
| thap'd ; but that which was more extraordinary, 
was, that they were ſo alike, we could net di- 
. Ringuith one from the other. 

The Maſter of the Baths, who was a Man of 
about fifty Years old, and of a very good Aſpect, 
took great care to ſee that there was good At- 
tendance. After Bathing, they drank the moſt 
delicate Liquors, and all the World went away 
well ſatisfied. When I was returnd to my 
Palace, I diſcours'd with my Courtiers concern- 
ing theſe Baths where they had all been. I ask d 
their Thoughts about them, and not being ſatiſ- 
fied with what they ſaid of them, I reſolved to 
ſend to ſeek out the Man who had built them 

and to have a Conference with him. 1 charged 
Heſon to go find him for me, to uſe him 
with great reſpect, and bring him to me. H»j- 
ſeyn perform'd his Commiſſion diligently, he 
foon return'd with the Maſter of the Bath, who 
inſtantly threw himſelf at my Feet; 1 raiſed him 
my ſelf, and gave him a gracious Reception. 


The 
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The Man, being charm'd with the Reception 
gave him, began to launch out in my Praiſe, 
and expreſs' d himſelf with ſo much Eloquence, - 
that it raiſed my Admiration, and that of all 


my Courtiers. His Entertainment was ſo agree 


able, and I took ſuch Pleaſure therein, that I 
thought no more of the SubjeR, about which I 
ſent to find him out. However, it came into 
my Mind, and I ſaid to him, Great Philoſo- 
pher ; for it is eaſie to judge * muſt be one 
of the moſt knowing in the World, I have a 
Requeſt to make you: Do me the Favour to tell 
me ſincerely, and hide nothing from me; How 
did you build ſuch ſtately Baths? How is it 
poſſible that you ſhould make ſo beautiful a 
Work at the Gates of Affracan without any 
Bodys perceiving it. f 

Sir, anſwered he, I have at my Service for- 
ty Workmen , all able and experienced, but 
each of them of greater Ability, and more Ex- 
perience one than the other. I can by their 
Aſſiſtance, in tels than a Day, build much finer 
Baths than thoſe. All theſe Workmen are 
dumb, but they underſtand what you mean; 
there 1s no need of ſpeaking, when you would 
command any Thing to be done, by the leaſt 
Sign or Geſture that you make, they under- 
ſtand your Intention. You need but look upon 
them, and they read by your Eyes what you 
would have ; if your Majeſty would have them 
brought hither, and give them any Ocders, they 


will execute them in a Moment. 


I had too great a Deſire to try, if what he 
told me was true, not to take him at tis 
Word : I ſent for the Workmen immediately, 


and as ſoon as they came, I knew them to *

This Diſcourſe increaſed my Aſtoniſhment, 
ind gave me a great Ambition to engage ſuch 
Man in my Service: I careſs'd him a thouſand 
Times ; then J ask'd him, of what Country he 
was, and his Name, Iam, anſwer'd he, the 
Territory of Bocara, and my Name is Avicene. 
If you will, continued he, hear my Story, Tam 
ready to relate it: I aſſured him, that it would 
be acceptable to me, and pteſently he began af 
ter this manner. 


The Story of Avicene. 


| Was born in a Town call'd 4{hana; IT was no 

ſooner out of my Childhood, but my Pa- 
rents ſeut me to begin my Studies in the Univer- 
ſity of Bocara. I firſt learned the Alcoran, and 
found my ſelf ſo apt to learn, that I was grown 
good Scholar at ten Years ot Age: They taught 
me Arnhmetick ; then they made me read 
Euclid, after which, 1 applied my ſelf to the Ma- 


thematicks; 1 alio gave my ſelf to the Study of 


Philoſophy, Medicine, and Divinity. 

| made ſuch a Progreſs in all the Sciences, 
that I acquired a very great Reputation in a little 
Tie ; 1 had not yet attain'd to my twentieth 
Year,when my Nametwas known froin the Banks 
of the River Gion to the Mouth of the Indus. 

One Day I departed with my Father, to go to 
Samarsande, where ſome Aﬀairs call'd him. 1 

1 1 went 
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went to ſee the Court, where I met with Per 
ſons of my Acquaintance, who fail'd not te 
of me very advantageouſly. The Praiſes tha 
ey ſpread every where abroad of me, reached; 
at length the Ears of the Grand-Viſter, whe 
deſired to ſee me: He was ſo ſatisfied with mi 
Converfation, that he propoſed ro me to Ray at 
Samarc ande with him. I conſented, and inſi 
nuated my ſelf ſo well into his Mind, that hal 
would do nothing without conſulting me. 

That Miniſter did not live long, but I loſt i 
him only a Man that lov'd me: My Fortune in 
creaſed, and the King took the ſame. Friendſhip 
for me, that the Viſiter had done. He conferr' 
the Government on me, and in Time, the Place offi 
his firſt Miniſter becoming vacant, it was offer d 
me, and I accepted it. 

Though I did all the Service of a Grand- 
Viſier, I found out Time beſides for Study; but 
the Ardour I had for reading, not being ſatisfied err 
with certain Hours in the Day, ſet apart for in 
that Purpoſe, I took a Reſolution to quit all fin 
Affairs. The King would not give me leavepput 
without ſome Trouble, he was ſo well ſatisfied ier 
with my Miniſtry : He would not however, wh 
oppoſe or thwart my Deſigus, but had the fers 
Goodneſs to conſent that I ſhould reſign my Hu 
Imploy, on condition that I would not remove iſc 
far from the Court. Te 

I had no Deſign to do ſo; I lov'd the King 
by Inclination 3 and I was too deeply affected 
with his Goodneſs to retire into a Solitude: How 
furious focver | might be for my Study, remain d 
at Court, but yielded up my Lodging to my inge 
Succeflor. - 1 took another in a private Part of laps 
the Palace, where 1 liv'd in a kind of * Imn

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divided my Time betwixt the Prince and my 
books. I did not content my ſelf with reading. 
compoſed ſeveral Works, ſome in Verſe, and 
thers in Proſe, and very far from reſembling 
ioſe learned, but uſeleſs Men, who being ſatiſ- 
ied to have the Mind enrich'd with a great 
ariety of Studies and Knowledge, die before 
e Publick has receiv'd the leaſt Advantage of 
heir Lucubrations, I imparted my Obſervations 
0 the whole World, as faſt as I put them into 
riting. I produced near a hundred Volumes 
n various Subjects; and my Works are call'd 
by Way of Excellency, The Glorious Works. 
applied my ſelf beſides to Chimiſtry, and 
o that ſecret Science by which we explain all 
e Operations of Nature. I was already a 
zood Cabaliſt, when there arrived at Sa- 
narcande an Embaſſador, ſent by Contbeddin King 
f Caſchgar. There were many Speculations con- 
erning the Motive of this Embaſſy: Some ima- 
zining that it was to declare War againſt the 
King of Samarc ande, others to propoſe an Alliance, 
hut none gueſs d right.

Thus ſpoke the Embaſſador, and preſent! 
the Ring of Samarcante ſent for Fazel and m 
ſelf, and ſaid to us: The King of Caſchgar hath 
a deſire to ſee you two, and to have ſome Con 
verſation with you: I think we ouglit not te 
refuſe him that Satisfaction. Sir, replied Fase 
tis for you to command, and us to obey : For 
my Part, Iwill do whatever you pleaſe. I kept ce 
Silence, and it-was eaſy to judge by my Coun-Wl | ! 
tenance, that the Journey to Caſchgar was notes 
agreeable: to me. Upon which the King ſaid, . c 
And you 'Avicene, you make no Anſwer? Iten 
looks as if this Embaſſy» gave you ſome Unea- in 
ſineſs. I confeſſed to the King, that I had in-eu 
deed ſome Repugnance to do what was re- ſe 
quired of me. Then Fagel repreſented to me, ar 
that if Me refusd to fatistie the Curioſity of Jour 
Cautbeddin, that Monarch might perhaps draw anÞ | 
114-Conſequence?from it, and think that we were vl: 
not ſuch able Men as we were reported. That, be- 
ſides, Princes were Maſters in ſome Meaſure of Rat 
* ut 
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lor Reputation; and that to ruin us, they 
bed but write to our Diſadvantage into foreign 
ountries; that therefore, to preſerve our Glory, 
would be belt to ſubmit to the King of Caſch- 
rs Pleaſure. |

I 
obſerved from Time to Time, whether he alter'd 
or no, and the ſame reaton oblig'd him to watch 
me. For my ſelf, far from growing weaker, I 
ſeem d to grow more vigorous from Day to 
Day. It was not ſo with my Philoſopher ; he 
had loſt his Pills. He became thoughtful, me- 
lancholy, and his Face turned pale, which made 
me think his Affairs went wrong. Nevertheleſs 
he hid the Accident from me, and, bearing his 
4 Misfortune patiently, he waſted away by De- 
J grees. In ſhort, ſeeing him in ſuch a pitiful 
Condition, I offer d him ſome of my Opiate,

I bathed his Body with Tears, and buried hin

was him that apprized me of his Maſter's makin: 
theſe Pills, and as we ſearch'd for them in. vain 
in the Philoſopher's Cloaths after his Death, 
we concluded that he had dropt them in the

After we had paid him all the Funeral Ho- 
nours we could do in that Place, I divided 
amongſt all the Slaves, the Money which the 
King of Samarcande had given to Facel and my 
ſelf, for our Expences during the Reſidence we 
were to make at Caſchgar, and ſet them at Liberty, 
Go, ſaid I to them, where you pleaſe, and 
leave me alone in theſe Mountains.

At theſe Words, he cauſed a Scaffold to be 
erected before his Palace, and Hufſeyn was 
brought thither to receive the Blow of Death in 
Sight of the People of Carizme, aſſembled to ee 
the Execution: But Huſſeyn, at the very fame 
Moment that the Executioner lifted up his Arm 
to cut off his Head, was carried into the Air 
and diſappear d, which cauſed no lets Wonder 
in the Sultan than in all the Spectators, 

I The Sultan of Carizme judging right, that the 
fame Power, which had carried away his Daugh- 
ter, came to deliver Huſſeyn from his Puniſh- 
ment. grew more enraged, and ſaid, Let all the 
Areaſſiaus, who came to Corizme with this Em- 
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baſſador, be ſeird add put to Death. The 


Guards ran preſently to the Place where Huſſeyn 
lodged, but could not find one Perſon of his 
Retinue; they had been all convey d away at 
the ſame Time by the Slaves of Avicens. 

I knew this Adventure the very Moment it 
happen d. Huſſeyn, who appear d ſuddenly to 
me, and related it, told me, that the King of 
Candabar and the Sultan of Carizme were prepa- 
ring to come and lay waſt my Dominions of 
Cireaſſia. He had icarce inforin'd me of the De- 
gn of thoſe two Princes, when Avicene came 
and joined our Converſation. We all three 
laugh'd heartily at the Aſtoniſhment he fill'd 
the City of Carizme with, in carrying Huſſeyn 
off. After that, we talked of the War they

Let me a lone to preſerve them; TH do more 
than all your Generals. * T. 

I thank dthe Philoſopher for the Aſſiſtance he 
promis d me; and, overjoy d to ſee my Atfairs in 
ſuch good Hands, far from apprehending any 
thing from the King of Candahar and the Sul- 
tan, I wiſh d that they were already pais'd the 
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Kaolga. My Wiſhes were ſoon accompliſh'd ; 
for | thoſe Princes, without ' loſing Time, ad- 
vanced towards my Domimans. They coaſted 
along the Caſpian Sea, and after having left be- 
hind them the Place where the Faxartes diſ- 
charges it ſelf, they came up to the River Jaic, 
hen the Noiſe of their Approach diffusd a 
Jonſternation in Aſftracan. As T confided intire- 
ly upon Avicene, and followed his Advice, I 
raiſed but fe Troops. My People, having no 
Hopes to reſiſt ſuch a formidable Enemy as was 
coming to attack us, and whoſe Number was 
increaſed by / Rumour, imagind already that 
Grcaſſia muſt be ſack d, and the City of Afra- 
can abandon d to the Flames. 
On the other Side, the Enemy, being informed 
that I had but few Troops to oppoſe them, 
could not perſuade themſelves that I would have 
the Courage to face them. Thus they continu'd 
their March, believing that they might penetrate 
the Country to the very Capital without being 
obliged: to fight. They fanſied the Ruin of 
my Kingdom already accompliſh'd, and their ſafe 
Return home laden with Riches. The Event 
however diſappointed their Aſſurance, and de- 
ceived tliew Expectations. u A I; 
Adicene kept his Word with me, and necded 
nly to imploy one of his Secrets to deliver my 
ominions from the Dangers that threaten d 
them. We plac d our ſelves both of us at the 
Head of my Army; we paſsd the Volga, and 
ſtopt when we came within two Leagues 
the Enemy. Then the Philoſopher ſow d a 
iſcord betwixt the two Kings, and the Quar- 
rel role ſo high, that the Sultan and the King 
of Cariæme turn d their Arms one againſt the 
4 other. 
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other. They eng „and after a long Battel, 
wherein the King — har — with all 
his Troops, the Sultan remained Maſter of the 
Field of Battel. But he had no great Reaſon to 
boaſt of the Victory, ſince he had fo few Men 
left, that they were in no Condition to oppoſe 
us. When we came before them, we ſurround- 
ed them, and they were forced to yield to Ne- 
ceſſity, The Sultan ſurrender d himſelf, and I 
brought him Priſoner to Aſtrac an. [1-608 

He had Reaſon to be ſatisfied: with the Man- 
ner of my treating him: He receiv'd all Sorts of 
Hanours in my Court. I ſpar'd notbing to ap- 
peaſe his Reſentment, and I gain'd my Point: 
But that which I believe contributed more than 
all the reſt, was the good Character which the 
Princeſs his Daughter gave of me. She ga ve him 
an Account of all the Reſpect which 'I had 
ſhewn to her, and of the particular Cate I took 
to divert her: But above all, the 'praisd my 
modeſt Behaviour towards her, in which I had 
never tranſgtreſſed. He was pleas d with all this, 
and at laſt conſented that 1 ſhould be his Son- 
in-Law. E | 

And now all Things /turn'd to Joy: Magnt> 
ficent  Rejoycings were made to celebrate my

ther he went away more content at the having 


gain'd ſuch a Friend as Avicene, or for leaving 
Kazia in ſo agreeable Circumſtances; 
I had no ſooner married that Princeſs, but ſhe, 


. Jaying aſide her Haughtineſs, aſſured me, that 


{he loved me; that her Love increaſed from Day 
to Day; and, in ſhort, we liv'd in a perfeQ 
Harmony, when, all at once, the ſame Perſon 
who had been the Author of our Happineſs, 
deſtroy d all, and made our Condition worthy

- Avicene, in ſpite. of all his Learning, was 
ſeiz d with a fatal Paſſion, which he receiv'd 


from Raxia's Eyes, and which is at this Day all 


the Misfortune of my Life. To ſhew the Philo- 


ſopher the great Regard I had for him, I permit- 


ted him to ſee and talk with the Queen every 
Day. The Converſation he had with her in- 
ereas d his Paſſion: He was no longer Maſter of 
hunſelf; he declar'd it to her.
